MADRID, Spain — Arab dele- 
gates spurned an invitation Thursday 
from Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir to go to Israel to negotiate. 

In their first exchanges on the floor 
of the historic conference, Arab and 
Israeli leaders traded recriminations 
and clung to familiar positions. The 
Arabs demanded all the land they lost 
in the 1967 war. Israel demanded 
recognition before it would even con- 
sider yielding territory. 

The atmosphere was more confron- 
tational than in Wednesday’s opening 
session. Shamir called it a “garden of 
thorns.” 

The Arabs argued that peace was 
conditional on Israeli willingness to ~ 
give up the captured territories. “Ev- 
ery inch,” insisted Syria’s foreign 
minister, Farouk al-Sharaa. 

Shamir said, “The issue is not yee 
tory but our existence. 

“We appeal to you to renounce the 
Jihad’ (holy war) against Israel,” he 
said. 

“Blessed are the peacemakers,” 
said Jordanian Foreign Minister 
Kamel Abu-Jaber. “We are willing to 
live side by side on the land,” said 
Haidar Abdul-Shafi, representing the 
Palestinians. Shamir began his 
speech with a simple “Shalom.”

The first round of face-to-face nego- 
tiations is to begin in Madrid on Sun- 
day, Israeli officials said. It will deal 
only with procedural matters.

Shamir commented on Israel radio: 
“Several days ago I said the confer- 
ence will not be a rose garden, but 
today it was a whole garden of 
thorns.” 

Palestinian delegate Haidar Abdul- 
Shafi’s, a 71-year-old physician from 
Israeli-occupied Gaza, called for an 
independent Palestinian state in the 
territory occupied by Israel, but later 
added a demand no Israeli would ac- 
cept: implementation of the 1947 
U.N. resolution partitioning 
Palestine into Jewish and Arab 
states.

MADRID, Spain — They pointed 
and gestured in impassioned ap- 
peal. They used the word “peace” 
over and over. During three hours 
of talk on Thursday, Arabs and Is- 
raelis reached toward each other. 
And sometimes, they managed to 
touch. 

Addressing the delegates to the 
Middle East peace conference, Jor- 
dan’s foreign minister made eye 
contact with Israel’s Prime Minis- 
ter Yitzhak Shamir. 


“Peace cannot be kept by force, 
only by understanding,” said Kamel 
Abu-Jaber, quoting physicist Al- 
bert Einstein, a Zionist, and point- 
edly looking at Shamir. 

During Shamir’s address, the Is- 
raeli leader raised a finger toward 
the chief Palestinian delegate and 
said that if Palestinians had ac- 
cepted Israel’s offer 10 years ago, 
they would already have self-rule in 
the occupied West Bank. 

Israel must return captured 
lands, insisted Syria’s foreign min- 


means every inch of Arab land oc- 
cupied by the Israelis by war and 
force,” he said. 

Shamir said the focus of the con- 
ference shouldn’t be territory but 
Israel’s right to exist. “We appeal 
to you to renounce the Jihad (Mus- 
lim holy war) against Israel,” he 
said. 

When the Palestinian delegation 
head, Haidar Abdul-Shafi, invoked 
the PLO, Shamir averted his eyes. 

Al-Sharaa’s speech mocked the 
Jews’ right to immigrate to their 
biblical homeland.

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Senate approves 
redistricting bill

Even without Democratic support, 
the state Senate passed a compromise 
bill Thursday to redraw Utah’s three 
congressional districts. 

The original Republican proposal, 


which would have put almost 300,000 . 


residents of Salt Lake County into the 
8rd District, was scrapped in favor of 
a deal to move only 150,000 people 
south into the Utah County-con- 
trolled district. Even so, Democratic 
legislators and Salt Lake citizens are 
still upset. 

Sen. Karen Shepherd, D-Salt 
Lake, said the areas of Rose Park and 
Glendale, slated to be transferred to 
the 8rd District, are already alienated 
from the rest of the city. “This is the 
most dangerous part of the city to 
fracture,” she said. 

Shepherd said, however, the com- 
promise was better for Utah’s two 


Democratic congressmen, Wayne 
Owens and Bill Orton. 

Democrats tried to include an 11th- 
hour amendment to the bill, trading 
Rose Park and Glendale for unincor- 
porated Kearns and keeping the Salt 
Lake International Airport in the 2nd 
District, but Republicans didn’t bite. 

Only one Democrat, Omar Bunnell 
of Price, voted for the bill, and only to 
utilize a Senate rule stating that a 
lawmaker voting for the bill can recall 
it to the floor. 

Bunnell, however, said he probably 
would not-use the rule. 

Salt Lake City Mayor Palmer De- 
Paulis went before the Senate Thurs- 
day morning to plead with legislators 
to keep his city intact. 

“T appeal to you,” he said. “Do not 
build a wall in the capital city.” 

His arguments, however, were in 
vain as legislators pulled Salt Lake 
into all three districts. 


Reporters get hands-on training at staged murder

Student reporters and University 
Police swarmed the hillside south of 
the Karl G. Maeser Building yester- 
day looking for clues in a staged homi- 
cide on the BYU campus. 

The 23 student reporters were 
members of a communications class 
taught by graduate student Brett 
Richins. 

Dave Adams, University Police 
crime prevention officer, created the 
mock murder scene on the hill next to 
the Maeser Building to create a 
“hands-on” feel for the students en- 
rolled in Richins’ introduction to re- 
porting class. 

The scene contained a body covered 
by a sheet, a bloodied knife and T- 
shirt, photographers and witnesses. 
The area was surrounded by yellow 
tape which read “Police line. Do not 
cross.” 

Students arrived in class at 1 p.m. 
and were informed that a police radio 
scanner had picked up information 
about a possible homicide on Maeser 
Hill, and they were to go to the scene 
and cover the story. The students 
knew the murder was staged. - 

Upon arrival, the students were 
greeted by Bill Pray, University Po- 
lice public relations assistant, who 
gave them a press release briefly de- 
scribing the incident as a stabbing and 
answered preliminary questions. 

Some resourceful reporters who at- 
tempted to obtain information by 
eavesdropping on conversations be- 


tween: Adams and witnesses were 
quickly reprimanded and asked to 
move away. 

Once Adams finished questioning 
the witnesses, he investigated the 
“murder.” 

While he investigated, the re- 
porters interviewed witnesses on the 
scene. 

Adams later taught students to 
“Keep an eye on the investigating of- 
ficers. They'll give you a lot of clues 
that will give you some good ques- 
tions to ask later.” 

Richins’ “hands-on” approach to 
Communications 211 comes from his 
desire to teach students about “real 
life.” “Learning in class is fine but it’s 
entirely different than real life,” he 
said. 

“Communications gives students 
the opportunity for hands-on experi- 
ence unlike an engineering student, 
for example, who really has no way of 
knowing how it feels to be on the job,” 
Richins said. 

Greg Chandler, 23, from Preston, 
Idaho, majoring in public relations, is 
a student in Richins’ class. 

“It’s an eye-opening experience. 
It’s different to be involved in group 
reporting. You can’t just sit back. 
ben have to be aggressive,” Chandler 
said. 

Adams concluded the session on 
crime scene by further instructing 
students on how to report a crime. 
Adams served on a police force in 
Jackson, Miss., where he investi- 
gated several hundred similar crime 
scenes over a 12-year period.

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Redistricting will aid blacks, hispanics 


The U.S. Congress elected in 1992 will include far more black and Hispanic 
members than any Congress in history. 

That is being ensured now, in one of the most significant rounds of redistrict- 
ing ever. 

New rules issued in an updated Voting Rights Act have added a new 
dimension to this old political blood sport — the once-a-decade exercise of 
redrawing the lines that divide one political district from the next. 

The racial mandate isn’t the only change since 1981. Computers have added 
a high-tech spin to this year’s redistricting, and a new political balance has 
made it more contentious than ever. 

The minority gains, however, are the most potentially significant change. 
Under a 1982 revision to the 1964 Voting Rights Act, states must ensure that 
minority communities are given intact political districts, rather than splinter- 
ing their voters into majority-white districts. 

As a result, Rep. Martin Frost, who chairs the Democrats’ redistricting 
organization, Impac 2000, estimates there will be about 20 more minority- 
group lawmakers in the next Congress. 

In one of those Machiavellian twists of democracy, some Democrats worry 
that Republicans will pack so many Democratic voters into black and Hispanic 
districts that surrounding districts, purged of Democrats, will fall to the 
Republicans. 


“Extra-tropical’ storm ravages East Coast 


An intense extra-tropical Atlantic storm dubbed E.T. built surging tides 
that hurled 20-foot waves into low-lying East Coast areas Thursday, ravaging 
houses, boats, sea defenses and beaches from Maine to Florida. 

More than 100 beachfront homes in Maine, including President Bush’s 
vacation home at Kennebunkport, were damaged. The stone pier where Bush 
docks his speedboat Fidelity outside his house was ripped with a 15- to 20-foot 
hole. 

A separate storm dumped heavy snow on much of the nation’s midsection, 
from the Rockies to Texas. 

At least six mayors in Nebraska appealed for a postponement of Halloween 
trick-or-treating because of snow. 

At least one death was blamed on the Atlantic storm. 

The 200-mile-wide Atlantic storm formed earlier this week off Canada and is 
called “extra-tropical” because it didn’t originate in the tropics as hurricanes 
do. 


Smith says he’s innocent of rape charge 


WEST PALM BEACH, Fla. — Seven months after a woman said she was 
raped by William Kennedy Smith, lawyers Thursday began questioning po- 
tential jurors about his famous family, from its scandals to its tragedies. 

Smith watched intently and took notes during the questioning. 

“Tm innocent of the charges,” Smith told hundreds of reporters as he 
entered the Palm Beach County Courthouse. “And today the court will begin 
to try to find six people who have an open mind, who will look at all the 
evidence in the case. 

“Tm confident that when the process is completed, I’ll be found innocent,” 
he said. “I look forward to putting this behind me and getting on with my life 
and my career, which I miss a great deal.” 

The 31-year-old Georgetown medical school graduate, a nephew of Sen. 
Edward M. Kennedy, was accompanied by his mother, Jean Kennedy Smith, 
aunt Patricia Lawford, sisters Amanda and Kym Maria, and his brother 
Stephen. 

Smith is accused of raping a 30-year-old Florida woman at the Kennedys’ 
Palm Beach estate on March 30. 


Firefighters find stash of money in jars

DUBROVNIK, Yugoslavia — A flotilla bringing badly needed food and 
medicine sailed through a federal navy blockade into this ancient port Thurs- 
day, as Serbian-led federal forces attacked elsewhere in Croatia. 

Thousands of people jammed Dubrovnik’s dock to greet the Slavija ferry 
and 28 other boats carrying 850 people, including Croatian leaders, delayed by 


gunfire a: search by federal authorities. Crowds, waving olive branches 
and Croa flags, cheered as Stipe Mesic, the Croat who heads Yugoslavia’s 
virtually inct federal presidency, walked down the Slavija gangplank, 


miles from the federal army’s hilltop positions over Dubrovnik’s stone walls. 
Roaring “Stipe!” the emotional mass waved banners bearing slogans such as 
“Welcome to our Croatian Dubrovnik.” They sang Croatia’s anthem and wept. 
Mesic’s success in negotiating safe passage with the military through the 
Navy blockade was a morale booster for Croats in their four-month-old war 
with Serb insurgents and the Serb-led military that flared after Croatia 
declared independence. :

Civil rights bill will increase 
number of suits, lawyers say

WASHINGTON — In the battle 
over a new civil rights law, lawyers 
for both workers. and employers 
agree on a couple of points at least: 
The bill nearing enactment will en- 
courage new discrimination suits and 
bring big changes in the way they are 
decided. 

“It’s monumental,” said Kerry 
Scanlon, assistant counsel for the 
NAACP Legal Defense and Educa- 
tional Fund. 

“It will provide an incentive for 
people to start bringing these cases 
again and provide protection on the 
job that hasn’t been there for the last 
two years,” he said. 

“You're just going to. have’ more 
and more lawsuits,” said Larry Lor- 
ber, an employment lawyer who rep- 
resents corporations. “There’s an 
enormous incentive for these type of 
problems to be promoted into a fed- 


eral case.” 

The civil rights bill, which the Sen- 
ate passed overwhelmingly Wednes- 
day and which President Bush has 
promised to sign, has been caught up 
in two years of politically charged de- 
bate over quotas and racial polities. 

For lawyers who handle job dis- 
crimination cases, however, the quo- 
tas debate had little to do with the 
substantial legal changes that the 
complex and lengthy legislation will 
bring, both to the workplace and the 
courtroom. 

The legislation had its genesis in a 
series of Supreme Court decisions in 
1989 that, cumulatively and individu- 
ally, made it more difficult for plain- 
tiffs to win suits charging discrimina- 
tion in hiring and promotions. 

The bill would not only overcome 
those court decisions but would go 
beyond to establish significant new 
employment law, according to attor- 
neys on both sides of the debate. 


Y student helps find missing 9-year-old

A BYU student was instrumental 
in saving the life of a nine-year-old 
autistic boy reported missing Tues- 
day afternoon. 

Jennifer Lee, 18, a freshman from 
Mesa, Ariz., majoring in math educa- 
tion, is credited by Provo Police with 
keeping the boy from freezing to 
death in Rock Canyon. 

“Thanks to Jennifer,” Sgt. Jerry 
Harper said, “we lucked out on find- 
ing the boy. 

“There is no doubt in my mind we 
would have found him dead if she had 
not called us,” he said. 

Harper said the boy was reported 
missing at 4:40 p.m. Police were 
searching in the area of the boy’s 
home and were not preparing to 
search Rock Canyon until after dark. 

The boy, who police declined to 
identify, was found one-quarter mile 
up Rock Canyon after Lee called the 
police shortly after 5 p.m. 

Harper said police picked the boy 
up at 5:15 p.m. 

Lee said she was beginning her run 
in Rock Canyon Tuesday afternoon 
when she spotted the boy walking 
into the canyon without a coat on. 

She said she saw the boy and 
stopped to say hello but thought he 
was with his parents.
